Washington* Dec. 20—A general or- 


der will be issued from the war de- 
partment today announcing the death 
of General Lawton to the army offic- 
ially and paying proper tribute to hia 
•wiorth. It Is the intentioni of officials 
to have his remains brought to the 
United States for final interment, but it 
is not known when this will be done. 


General Lawton died a poor man, al- 


though few beyond his circle of im- 
mediate friends knew of the small pe- 
cuniary retention that will come to 
him for his life work in behalf of his 
country. Therefore, 
some of these 


friends thought it proper to now cotme 
to the aid of his family, as was shown 
by the following statement addressed 
to the American people and issued to- 
day: 


"Major-General Henry "W. Lawton 


U. S. Volunteera whose death oc- 
curred at San Maceo, Island of Luzon, 
HI December 19, 1899, left little but a 


good name as a legacy to his wife and 
children. The piece of property pur- 
chased by him. as a home In California 
has a mortgage of half its purchase 
price still outstanding1 and unliquidat- 
ed. The undersigned voluntarily asso- 
ciated themselves together for the pur- 
pose of raising funds to pay off the 
indebtedness!.

be devotdd to the object heremibefcxre 
set forth.

Detroit, Dec. 20.—The significant fea- 


ture of the eighth day of the Federation 
of Labor convention was a stand taken 
in opposition to all wars of conquest. 
The delegates^ representative of prob- 
ably 1,600,000 members of labor unions, 
voted unanimously that such wars, 
"whether waged in Africa, the Philip- 
pines or elsewhere," greatly endanger 
the -liberties of the conquered people.

To those who have 
been associated with me in the per- 
formance of the difficult task of reor- 
ganizing and placing in operation the 
civil government of the island, I hereby 
tender this expression of appreciation 
and thanks for their loyal and patriotic 
support and assistance. 


"A year ago I found the country most 


thoroughly devastated, its resources and 
commerce destroyed and its rural pop- 
ulation gathered into towns, without 
food and without shelter, and dying of 
starvation and exposure. 
The gov- 


ernment of the United States imme- 
diately supplied work and food. 
In 


a short time those conditions pasted 
away, and now the country is rapidly 
pressing forward to a prosperity hither- 
to unknown in its history, 


"Look about and see how true this is. 


The various steps that have led to the 
present condition are well known to you 
and need not be mentioned here. The 
change is truly marvelous. 
Without 


the semblance of civil government then, 
you have now a complete organization.

London, Dec, 20.—A dispatch 
from 


Chleveley Camp, dated Decr 15, says: 
The relief column continued Its advance; 
from Chleveley early this morning, in- 
tending to assault the Boer positions,; 
which were said to be very strong to the' 
.westward and northwest of Colenso. 


During the -two preceding days the 


Boers had allowed themselves to be bom- 
barded without condescending to reply 
with a single shot. They further gave 
half an hour's opening this morning 
without an exchange, when, suddenly, 
they belched out a stream of fire from all 
their entrenchments, besides opening a 
fearful canonnade with all their quick- 
firers, field and siege guns, which were 
posted from end to end of their positions. 


When their presence and actual posi- 


tions had been determined the British 
naval brigade commenced shelling all 
the ridges north of the town with mar- 
velous accuracy. At this.time the ar- 
tillery attached to General Hart's di- 
.vision was busy among the entrench- 
ments on the hi.lls, on the British left, 
under cover of which the Irish infantry 
brigade marched out in extended order 
to cross the river and attack. Undoubt- 
edly aiming at this battery, the Boers 
sent several shells near the ambulance 
train, which was forced to change its 
position. 


While this was occurring the field ar- 


tillery on the right was busy shelling 
the ridges of the Boers' left flank. The 
Boers retaliated with a scathing fire, al- 
most demolishing all the guns and stam- 
peding the gun carriage and limber 
horses. 


The government has at last bonsenied 


to mobilize a force which General Bul.- 
ler is credited with having demended all 
along as an essential of success in South 
Africa, namely, 10,000 mounted infantry. 


This.morning the war office issued an 


order to. the effect that the government 
had decided to raise for South Africa 
a mounted Infantry force, to be called 
imperial yoemanry, and to be recruited 
from . yeomanry, volunteers and civil- 
ians possessing, the requisite qualifica- 
tions. 
Enlistment will be for one year 


or during the continuance of the war. 
The men must be between 20 and 35 
years of age, and of equal physique to 
the ordinary cavalry soldier. 
Officers 


and men are to provide their own horses 
and to wear neutral tint cloth shooting 
jackets, not necessarily uniforms, felt 
hats, breeches and gaiters. 
All must 


be good rlders,and marksmen. 


The same order invites every volunteer' 


regiment that is linked with a regular 
battalion serving at the front to supply 
a full cornpSny, which will take the 
place of the mounted infantry of the 
regiment. • 
These arrangements 
are 


expected to result in a considerable 
force. 
:The enrolled strength of the 


yoemanry forces, which originated in 
the troublous period of the French rev- 
olution, is now 10,433. 
Their services 


have never before been called for in war.

Manila, Deo. 20.—Mabini, formerly a

"The future peace of. t\je. Philippines

is craving for recognition.

dividuality of the Filipino people still 
lives. 
If the government eventually 


established here is liberal, secure and 
free, tlje satisfaction and contentment 
of the people will result, and there will 
be no trouble. 
If it is otherwise, the 


people,will be dissatisfied and will ma- 
terially,;and mentally sympathize with 
and aid the revolutionary movement 
which will surely occur sooner or later. 
Without the people's support, such a 
movement is impossible. 
Everything 


depends upon what the Americans do. 
The subsequent guerilla warfare will 
be easily terminated if the people do not 
support it, which they will not do if they 
are satisfied.

CONCERTED 


Banks Furnish* Millions to Buyers 


of Securities In New York, 


Crisis at Boston Successfully 


Tided Over. 


Books of Broadway Bank 
and the Squire 


Company Make Good Showing. 


New York, Dec, 20.—The concerted 


measures of the most powerful financial 
Interests in the country proved effective 
yesterday in checking the progress to- 
wards panic and collapse in the stock 
market. Supporting: orders were dis- 
tributed all through the list at the open- 
ing and prices were advanced in an effort 
to restore confidence. 


There was a complete revolution of. 


sentiment in "Wall street during the day, 
and the latter part of the session of the 
stock exchange witnessed something 
like a panic among the bears, who were 
making frantic efforts to secure stocks 
to cover short contracts and bidding 
prices up on themselves. 


Ttie professional traders took the long 


elde of the market and bid up prices to 
take the market away from the bears. 
Many operators who had ruthlessly 
sacrificed their holdings In the pan- 
demonium of Monday were also eager 
buyers in ^he hope of retrieving losses. 
Besides! these elements there was a large 
contingent of bargain hunters, made up 
of people with ready money looking for 
investment and who pay attention only 
to the regular and secure rate of return 
on their money, and who buy outright 
to hold. Some such revulsion of feeling 
was a natural consequence of the violent 
decline of Monday which overran Itself. 


The issue of the speculative conflict 


was by no means certain until about 
midway of th^. session, and Monday's 
tide of disaster was not stemmed with- 
out great exertions on the part of the 
most powerful financial institutions -in 
the country acting in concert. Millions 
of dollars in money were forthcoming 
for the extension of credits to buyers of 
securities. The clearing house banks 
supplemented their Monday's contribu- 
tion of ;$10,OPp,0,0,0-by another of the same 
amount, to be loaned at the market rate. 


The announced determination of the 


secretary of the treasury to Increase 
government deposits in depository banks 
gave promise of relief from the start, 
and funds estimated at $7,0^0,000 became, 
available from this source before the 
market closed^ i'Under the influence of 
this -abundance Monday's panic rates for 
money were at no time approached, but 
the demand for loans made rapid Inroads 
on the supply with a seemingly insatiable 
appetite. The rate went to 25 percent, 
but steadily declined from that point 
under the offerings of successive millions 
.until it was forced down to 6 percent, 
and in the late afternoon fell to 6%, 5, 3 
and at last to 2 percent. As soon as the 
stringency relaxed it became manifest 
that the pressure of liquidation was re- 
lieved and the market fell into a calm 
that seemed profound by contrast with 
the constant hurly-burly since Monday 
morning. 


"When the money rate fell to an easy 


basis prices began to rebound and some 
sensational recoveries were shown, es- 
pecially in the mercurial specialties. The 
advances were so large as to invite con- 
siderable profit taking by the traders in 
the final dealings, but the undertone 
continued strong until the close, which 
showed substantial net gains all through 
the disaster.

Situation at Boston. 


Boston, Dec. -20.—Sentiment in bank- 


Ing circles is somewhat better. Opinion 
Is expressed that so far as the banks are 
concerned there Is little danger of fur- 
ther trouble. At the clearing house y?3- 
terday money between the banks was in 
good supply at 6 percent, and balances 
were carried home. New York funds 
sold at 20 and 25 cents discount for .cash. 


Notwithstanding the financial day in 


this city opened Tuesday with the fail- 
ure of a prominent brokerage firm and 
closed with a large attachment filed 
against two of the three leading members 
,of a combine in copper stocks, it is gen- 
erally believed that the crisis' has been 
passed and that a panic has been averted. 


The unexpected good showing of tooth 


the Broadway .bank and J. P. Squire 
& Co., coupled, with the announcement 
that each would probably continue in 
business with but little loss to creditors, 
had a most reassuring effect, while the 
generous offer of the clearing house, to- 
gether with gooCTnews from New York, 
did much to cleajr the air of existing dis- 
trust. 


That only one firm, that of Dillaway 


& Starr, should have succumbed when 
Boston's pet copper stocks kept falling 
10 to 20 points each day, and that this 
failure was delayed two or three days, 
is also a matter of congratulation among 
the local dealers, for it Is generally, ad- 
mitted that had the suspension been an- 
nounced on Saturday, or had not Sun- 
day's breathing spell intervened, only 
the most stringent measures could have 
etaved oft a panic, at least in the local 
copper market. 


None of the banks availed themselves 


of the clearing house offer of certificates 
. to- help out any shortage of money, 
While Bank Examiner Wing 
of the 


Broadway bank stated that there was 
every reason to believe that that Insti- 
tution would be on Its feet again wltH- 
In a few days.

Washington, Dec. 
20.—The Initial 


meeting of the house naral committee 
yesterday was made the occasion (or 
an exchange of pleasantries between 
Chairman Boutelle and the ranking 
Democratic member, Mr. Cummlngs of 
New York. 
Mr. Boutelle spoke'of the 


remarkable upbuilding of the new navy 
since 1882-1833, and said that with all 
that has been accomplished, as conspic- 
uously instanced by the recent war, not 
a single legislative mistake had oc- 
curred in aiding toward this enft. 


Mr. Cummlngs said that the building 


of the new navy had been fortunately 
free from all partisianship, the various 
administrations joining in the common 
purpose. He assured the chairman that 
he and his minority associates would 
strengthen the hand of those carrying 
forward- thla patriotic purpose. 


The committee will begin its business 


sessions after the holidays, when a num- 
ber of recommendations from the navy 
department and naval measures will be 
taken up. The naval appropriation bill 
will come late, and will require con- 
siderable time for maturing. 


The house was in session two hours 


yesterday, 
A large number of per- 


functory resolutions for printing for 
committees, leave to sit during the ses- 
sions, etc., necessary to get the commit- 
tees under way, were adopted, and the 
several portions of the president's mes- 
sage were distributed in accordance 
with the usual custom. The resolution 
for the distribution of the message waa 
made the occasion of a speech by Mr. 
Grow, the venerable ex-speaker of the 
house, in defense of the administration's 
course in the Philippines, and by Mr. 
Bell, a Colorado Populist, criticizing the 
president's utterances upon the pros- 
perity of the country. 
Scores of the 


members left for their homes to spend 
the holidays. 


Discussion in the senate of the finan- 


cial measure drafted by the Republican 
majority of the committee on finance 
will begin on Jan. 4, the day after the 
holiday recesa. This announcement was 
made in the senate yesterday by Mr. 
Aldrich, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, in connection with his report of 
the senate substitute for the financial 
bill passed by the'house. Mr. Aldrich, 
who will have charge of the measure, 
declared his purpose to press the meas- 
ure to passage as soon as possible. 


Mr. V.est desired it to be understood 


that the bill reported by the finance 
committee did not represent the Views 
of the minority of the committee.

A Doctor's Startling Assertion. 


New York, Dec. 20.—At the meeting of 


Jthe academy of medicine last night Dr. 
Henry J. Carriguez, In the course of a 
lecture, said: "Those who have made a 
special study of the question assert that 
out of every 200 coffins put under ground 
in this country the occupant of at least 
one of them is simply in a lethargic state 
and is buried alive." The doctor as- 
serted that the decomposition of the vital 
parts was the only irrefutable and re- 
liable sign of death.

Cleveland, Dec. 20.—At the request of 


Senator M. A. Hanna, the little Consoli- 
dated street railroad, of which he is 
president, will distribute $5000 among 
employes Saturday nTght as a Christ- 
mas gift.

ity over William. DolJam yesterday was 
304, and his majority over Dobson and 
Harry R. Hamer was 189. Mr. Wilkin- 
son carried wards S, 5 and 6, while Mr. 
Dobson carried wards 1, ?, i and 7. His 
plurality in ward 1 was only one, how- 
ever, and in ward 7 only two votes. 
Wards 2 and 4 gave him only small 
pluralities. 


One of the mild surprises of the vote 


for mayor was tlie small figure for 
Hamer. His vote was 'even smaller 
than had been anticipated, both other 
candidates having counted on his re- 
ceiving a much larger number. Al- 
though it was not expected that his 
vote would go much above 300, the re- 
sult this year contrasts strangely with 
the vote of 1505 given him two years 
ago when he ran against H. T. Cady, 


The total vote was very large, which 


in view of the heavy rain which fell 
throughout the time the polls were 
opened after the flrat two hours showed 
the deep interest that waa taken in the 
election. The vote cast was about 90 
per cent of the registration. Thia in- 
terest was further shown in the small 
number of blanks for mayor, only 59 
in all. Last year there were 56 blanks. 


The vote on the eight hour day was 


the most oven-whelming of the election, 
the vote agadnst it being only 580, as 
against 2287 for it. This measure has 
been adopted in every city where it 
was presented to the voters,' but this 
city is believed to lead the list in the 
size of the majority given, it 


License was carried by a slightly 


larger lead than last year, the majority 
for It beine 398. The assessors' salary 
question waa carried in favor of the 
increase by a close vote, the majority 
being only 95.
